SUBJECT : Follow-up Items From 23 September 1976 

Senate Select Committee on Intelligence 
Briefing on Terrorism 


L It has been suggested that a letter be sent to the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence stating that all follow-up items 
from the 23 September 1976 briefing have been completed. I recommend 
that we not set a precedent for sending such a letter after each briefing 
session. Occasionally questions could arise during briefings which 
staff chiefs will tell us to forget about. In such instances, a letter 
would put them on the spot or force an issue that can otherwise be finessed. 
We have been in contact with Bill Miller, as well as other members 
of the staff, regarding these follow-up items and the Committee is fully 
apprised of our progress. 


2. Attachment A is | Memo for the Record from 

the subject briefing. Paragraph 9 (pages 3 and 4) list the follow-up 
items. Regarding point [a], the Committee has been informed that the 
guidelines alluded to have been completed and are available for their 
inspection. Mark Gitenstein, Senator Joseph Biden’s designee, was 
to review them last week but was called out of town on a family 
emergency and is planning to examine them this week instead. Elliot 
Maxwell also plans to look at them during his next trip to Headquarters. 
Regarding point [b], your 11 November 1976 letter to the Committee 
(Attachment B) answered this question. On point [c], Gitenstein has 
been informed that the only such guidelines applicable to us are the 
Attorney General’s implementing guidelines to Executive Order 11905 
which are the guidelines we are prepared to show Gitenstein and Maxwell 
pursuant to question [a]. Regarding point [d], there was no internal 
evaluation of the Key Intelligence Question (KIQ) on terrorism and 
Rick Inderfurth and Bill Miller have been so informed. Regarding 
point [e], a book of relevant documents was prepared and Maxwell 
reviewed it at Headquarters.
